Wild Ho,; is the name of a Cheyenne 


chief, albeit he is a chief 'without a tribo. 
About 14 years ago his name was known 
throughout the United States, anfl for 
Treeks millions of people looted in the 
morning papers daily to see what he was 
doing. 
For a time he fillc-d western 


Kansas and Nebraska with terror. Now 
be resides at Pine Ridge agency and is 
one of the poorest and most dilapidated 
Indians on the reservation. 


Jn January, 1870, "Wild Hog and the 


tribe of Cheyenne Indians of which he 
V.T.S chief -\vere removed to the Indian 
Territory. Becoming dissatisfied with 
their new ho'n.;j, they broke out, and nn- 
der Aa lopderbhip of "Wild Hog struck 
out northwara through Kansas and Ne- 
braska. Many depredations were com- 
mitted on the way. The Indians killed 
ubout 40 citizens, outraged 10 women 
and destro j ed nearly $40,000 worth of 
property. 
Wild Hog always claimed 


that this devikry was the work of a few 
young bucks who were beyond his con- 
trol and that they escaped to the reser- 
vation. During tho flight northward the 
United States army was always about 
ouo day bcLiud the Indians. 


Fin* Uy "^Vild Hog and about 200 war- 


nors. together with their women and 
children, wr-nt into Fort Robinson and 
surrendered. Inducements were offered 
tho Indians to return to tho Indian Ter- 
ritory, but they refused to do so. Fi- 
nally they were disarmed, but in the 
efCorb to do i o several soldiers and more 
la-1.] 11,s s -n] j killed 
Wild Hog was put 


sn ••• i . f i I confined ra the guardhouse, 
'ih'j Oi'>cr I-Via-if-, including their wives 
u>iJ childiOn, wore confined in a long, 
low iog lAu'unij, which had previously 
been used as barracks. Upon their con- 
tinued refusal to go back peaceably to 
tho Indian Territory an effort was made 
to subdue them by starvation. 
They 


v/ero deprived of food, water and fuel 
and closely guarded. But they were 
tough, and even after several days, which 
must have been ones of buffering, were 
still obdurate. It wnn supposed that 
thoj- woro completely disarmed, but in 
some manner they had been able to re- 
tain a lew revolvers. 


After a few days of seemingly quiet 


subjection tho vigilance of the soldiers 
was in a measure relaxed and the guard 
reducod to six in number. 
Suddenly in 


the night thesq were ahot down, even? 
one of them being killed outright or dis- 
abled. The Indians then rushed out and 
fled up Soldier Creek canyon. 
The 


breaks and hills of Pine Ridge were 
about half a dozen miles away, and it 
was tho hope of tho Indians to reach 
them before tho sleeping soldiers could 
overtake them. It was A wild race across 
the ice and &now. Many of tho Indiana 
were barefooted and left a trail of blood. 
Encumbered with their women ard 
cluldrc.i, they made nlow progiefe.-. " 


Tho garrison, aroubed by the shots that 


destroyed the guanls, wore soon in pur- 
suit. Captain Wessel of the Third ca,v- 
alry was in command. The3' came upon 
Iholaditins in a little xavine, or coolie, 
about two miles north of tho fort. They 
made a staud and fought bravely, but 
were without arma, tmd the rifles of the 
cavalry made short work of them. After 
the soldiers had exhausted all their am- 
munition there were but a few live In- 
dians, and these wero charged upon and 
cut down with tho sword. Wild Hog's 
tribe was entirely wiped out. Not a man, 
woman or child WPS left of tho entire 
band. Cut Wild Hog w?s safely locked 
up in the guardhouse at Fort Robinson, 
au,l thfit is how ho 'comes to survive—a 
chief without a tribe.—St. Louis Repub- 
lic,

The sixth session of the Trans-Mis- 


sisai.ppi Commerciil Congress will be 
held in San Francisco on the second 
Tuesday in February next and will 
continue four days. 
The territory 


embraced in the representation to this 
Congress includes the whole State of 
Louisiana and all that part of the 
United States west of the Mississippi. 
The object id to di^cu^H all questions 
affecting the We-,t that may be the 
subject of legislation at Washington, 
and to apeak, through resolutions, to 
tho National Congi-oss; hence the silver 
question, irrigation of arid lauds, dip- 
position of public lunds, ruining legis- 
lation, improvement of harbors, the 
Nicaragua canal and many other mat- 
tors of importance to the West will be 
considered. 


The basis of representation, as an- 


nounced by Julian Soontag of San 
Francisco, Secretary of the Congress, 
is as follows: 


The Governor of each Stati, and Ter- 


ritory has the rl.;nt to appoint ten 
delegates. Tho County Commission- 
ers or County Judges have si right to 
appoint one delegate fruia each county; 
the Mayors of all towns and cities se- 
lect one delegate for each 0,000 people, 
or fractional pavt thereof, and no mat- 
ter how small a town may be, if it has 
a Mayor, it is entitled to one delegate 
all commercial bodies in all towns and 
cities may appoint collectively the 
same number as tho Mayor. This lasl 
includes nil chambers of commerce, 
boards of trade, reul estate exchanges; 
produce exchanges, cotton exchanges 
and all other similar commercial bod 
ies; each of these can be represented by 
as many delegates as the city from 
•which they come is entitled to. Al 
transportation companies are eutitlec 
to one delegate each, and Governors 
District Judges 
and 
Chairmen of 


County Boards of Commissioners are 
ex-ofnoio delegates to the Congress. 


Five sessions of tho Tmns-Mississipp 


Congress have been hold, one at Gal- 
veston, one at "Denver, one at Omaha, 
one at New Orleans and one at Ogden 
The resolutions adopted at each and 
all of these Congresses were thor- 
oughly Western in character. They 
hud the effect of concentrating public 
opinion on matters affecting the West 
and each session increases the influ- 
ence of the 
Congress in shaping 


national legislation. It is important 
that Nevada sroulil be fully repre- 
sented at the e'isuing session, and as 
the Midwinter Fair will be formally 
opened by the time the Confess meets 
delegates can cotabiuo pleasure with 
business. 


This State will bo entitled to about 


fifty delegates und Us fullquoto sh mid 
be in attendance, ua questions of tho 
t-oatest importance to Nevada will be 
dit> - v - v d and acted upon.

Railroads Not Responsible for Losses 


By Robbery. 


CHRIS EVA'NS ESCAPES. 


A Daring uutl Successful Plan Gives 


Him His Liberty. 


FRESNO, December 29.—Chris Evana 


escaped from jail at 6 o'clock last eve- 
ning, at the point of a revolver. Fresno 
is up in arms and excitement runs 
high. 


The last act of Evana before leaving 


Fresno was to shoot City Marshal John 
D. Morgan in front of the Advent 
Church, at the corner of O and Mari- 
posa streets. Evans shot at two or 
three other persons, but so far as heard 
from no others were hit. He escaped 
in a cart, which he took from an JUv 
positor mail carrier a few minutes after 
shooting City Marshal Morgan. 


The scheme of the escape was deep 


laid, and Evans succeeded in securing 
a confederate to help him out in his 
purpose. This confederate, too, seems 
to have been led into it solely by a de- 
sire to be desperate and to assist a 
desperate man, 


This man has been a waiter in 


Stock's restaurant, and no one ever 
supposed that he would make so wild 
a break. But he was the man. 


Mrs. 
Evans arrived in Fresno and 


went to the jail as usual and was ad- 
mitted to the cell where her husband 
was confined. 
No extra or unusual 


care or caution was exercised, but it is 
reasonably certain that she did not 
smuggle into the jail the pistols with 
which the jailer was forced to give up 
the keys. Her work was, no doubt, to 
acquaint her husband of the plan and 
to let him carry it out. 


Mrs. Evans has many times furnished 


private meals for her husband in jail 
and nothing unusual was thought of it 
when the supposed Stock waiter ar- 
rived with a tray of victuals. 


Evans was let out of his cell into the 


large corridor, but was still behind two 
iron doors. This space is used as a 
place of recreation and exercise for the 
prisoners. Mrs. Evans and the waiter 
were admitted to this corridor and the 
door was locked, they three being there 
alone. 


In a few minutes the waiter called for 


the door to be opened and the jailer 
obeyed the order, but as soon as the 
door was opened the waiter drew a long 
bright new pistol and pointing it at 
Jailer Scott's heart said in a low voice: 
"Hold up your hands." 


Evans also drew a pistol and sec- 


onded the waiter's order. The jailer 
obeyed. He unlocked the front door and 
accompanied the two out, leaving Mrs. 
Evans in the jail. 


At the Advent Church they ran 


against Wm. Wyatt and City Marshal 
John D. Morgan, and in the struggle 
that ensued Evans shot the Marshal 
through the body, but it Is not thought 
the wound is fatal 


In the excitement it is aot known 


just what was the succession of events 
here, but Evans and the waiter tried 
to get a team loose which was tied at 
that place, but the horses were wild 
and began to plunge, and finally broke 
loose and escaped, and Evans and the 
waiter were left on foot. 


Walking on, the waiter and Evans 


ran against a newsboy, who was return- 
ing from delivering the evening papers. 
He was compelled to give up his rig, 
and the two took seats and drove off. 


Posses were immediately formed and 


started in pursuit, and are scouring 
the country for the escaped bandit. 


Some of the posses that went out 


during the day returned this evening, 
but brought no tidings of the escaped 
bandit. .New posses we being organ- 
ized in the surrounding country. 


Up to midnight Evana and the waiter 


had eluded their pursuers.

WEATHER BULLETIN 


Cold and Warm Waves—Moons In the 


Solar System. 


Cowrlgrlited 1893 by W. T. Foster. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., December 29.—My 


last bulletin gave forecasts of the storm 
wave to cross the continent from 
January 2d to 6th, and the next will 
reach the Pacific Coast about January 
7th, cross the Western mountains by 
the close of the 8th, the Great Central 
valleys from 9th to llth and the East- 
ern States^ bout the 12th. 


The low barometer will probably 


strike the continent about the north- 
west corner of California and keep 
south of the 40th parallel, reaching its 
greatest force near Washington City 
about the 12th. 


On the front of this storm rain will 


tall in many places, and following it a 
snow btorm which will develope its 
greatest force west of the Mississippi 
about the 12th. 


The warm wave will cross the West- 


ern mountains about the 7th, the Great 
Central valleys about the 9th, and the 
Eastern States about the llth. The 
cool wave, which will be a cool wave in 
the Northern States, will cross the 
Western mountains about the 10th, the 
Great Central valleys about the 12th 
and the Eastern states about the 14th, 
A cold wave is expected to cross the 
the continent from the 4th to 8th. 


MOONS OF THE SOLAR SYSTEM. 


Three moons have recently been dis- 


covered; one with Jupiter and two 
with Mars. These discoveries make it 
uncertain as to the number of moons 
in the solar system and also gave evi- 
dence that the planets are still captur- 
ing comets or asteroids and transform- 
ing them into moons. 


Not only are the planets capturing 


these wandering bodies, but sometimes 
they loose them, as in the case a few 
years ago in which Jupiter captured a 
comet and after holding it six months 
or more, let it go again. Venus has 
also loat her moon. 


Prof. Proctor says: "No reasonable 


doubt can be entertained as to the 
moonless condition of Venus, and 
yet if I had begun this paragraph by 
stating" the evidence in faror of the ex- 
istance of a satellite, I believe that 
nearly every reader would have come 
to the conclusion that most certainly 
the planet of love has an attendant orb. 
They are not amateur observers only 
who have seen a moon attending Venus, 
but astronomers such as Cassani and 
Short, the latter with two different 
telescopes and four different eyepieces. 
Four times between May 3d and llth, 
1761, Montaigne saw a body near Venus 
which presented a phrase similar to 
that of the planet, precisely as a moon 
would have done." 


"From these observations M. Bau- 


douin deduced for the new star a di- 
ameter of 2,000 miles and a distance 
from. Venus nearly equal to that which 
seperates our moon from the earth." 


In March 1764 Kodiker was the en- 


igmatical companion and Horrebow 
saw it a few days later, Montbaron saw 
it in varying positions on March 15th, 
28th and 29th. Lastly Sheuton, who 
witnessed the transit of Venus in 1761, 
declares that he paw a satellite accom- 
jany Venus across the face of the 
sun." 


The above quotations show that Prof. 


Proctor believed that Venus once pos- 
sessed a moon about the size of our 
own and that the planet has parted 
company with its satellite. Future in- 


abitants of our earth need not be sur- 


prised if the earth looses its moon or 


the other hand, captures another 


and holds the two. It would be but 
applying natural laws for a comet to 
ome flirting this way and be caught 
n the earth's net of magnetic steamers 
that reach out on every side. 


TWENTY-ONE MOONS. 


As far as known Mars has two moons, 


Jupiter five, Saturn eight, Uranus four 
and Neptune one; twenty-one in all, 
counting our own. 


The diamet er of our moon is 2,165 


miles; those of Mars are very small, 
not over fifty miles in diameter; Jupi- 
ter's moons from 500 to 8,600 miles, 
Suturn's 4,000 miles and less, Uranus' 
200 to 500 miles and Neptune about 
2,000 miles. 


One great puzzle presented to us by 


ihese moous and from which a most 
valuable lesson in rreterology is to be 
learned, is the fact that all of them 
revolve around their primaries nearly 
over the equators of the latter. Why? 
Our moon and one other are the ex- 
ceptions. 


What is the law that compels all the 


planets to relvolve around the sun 
nearly over its equator and the moons 
in the planes of their primaries' equa- 
tors? Find that law, and a riddle equal 
to that of the Sphinx will be solved. 


A very large portion of the weather 


changes is do to the influence of oar 
moon and the otherwise unaccountable 
activity in the cloud belts of Jupiter's 
moons. 


The fossilized idea that changes or 


phrases of the moon have any influnces 
on the weather must be discarded and 
instead we must look to its electro- 
magnetic and gravitational effects.

H. H. Clark, whose wife is a cousin 


of the Litster boys, who were shot by 
Alpheus Vaughn at fioone Canyon, 
Lander county, last Thursday, received 
a dispatch yesterday informing him of 
the death of the wounded boy. Johnny 
Litster, aged 19 years, was instantly 
killed, and Willie, aged 16 years, died 
of his wounds later. No particulars are 
given. The funeral of the boys will 
take place to-day at 1 o'clock.

An Open Letter to the Brave Oregoulan. 


GOVERNOR PENNOYEH:—While there 


there is no man living -whom I esteem 
more highly than yourself, I cannot 
think that all your assertions and con- 
clusions are entirely correct, and when 
I criticise and question them, I trust 
I may not prove in the least offensive, 
for, with you, I am endeavoring in my 
bumble sphere to Tree the people from 
the state of serfdom and blavery into 
which they have been plunged through 
the machinations of bad, unscrupulous 
men. 
You attribute the hard times to 


the present administration. In this I 
think you are mistaken. Had the Pres- 
ident, instead of working against, done 
everything in his power for full re- 
monetization, and say that silver had 
boen restored to the place it held prior 
to 1873, the present panic, under our 
existing monetary laws, could not have 
been averted nor its direful conse- 
quences in the least mitigated. Of 
this you can convince yourself by a 
moment's consideration of the follow- 
ing facts: 


First—Our indebtedness, National, 


State, municipal and personal is $40,- 
000,000,000 (forty billions). 


Second—The amount, after its full 


remonetization, of silver and gold that 
we can possibly hope to attain with 
which to pay this enormous debt is 
less than $2,000,000,000 (two billions). 


Thirdly—Had silver been fully re- 


monetized nealy all the gold and silver 
in our country would have been owned 
by the rich baokers and it is in their 
power to lock it all up in their vaults 
and hold it at will. This they have 
done, nor will they now place any 
money, though the security offered 
were gold and silver bullion. 


This, sir, is emphatically the bankers 


panic. 
It was planned more than 


thirty years ago, and why should you 
bo surprised at its coming, when the 
people have for the past fifteen years 
been almost daily warned of its ap- 
proach ? The President 
may have 


aided, but he could not have averted 
it, besides, the reraonetization of silver 
would not serve as a plaster to once 
dress over the foul ulcer that has 
spread over the entire country, much 
less care the disease. 


You say: "Repeated appeals have 


been made to me, as Governor of Ore- 
gon, 
to essemble the Legislature in 


order to alleviate this codition of affairs 
and avert an impending calamity. Re- 
dress is, however, not in our hands, but 
in yours, and hence this appeal to 
you." 
It seems to me that you very much 


underestimate your powers as Gover- 
nor of the State of Oregon. If your 
State was infested with a band of rob- 
bers at home, or from abroad, who 
were openly plundering and pil- 
laging your people, how quickly 
would you feel called upon to suppress 
and punish them, even, if necessary, 
calling an extra session of the Legisla- 
ture. Will you allow me to say to you 
that your State is infested with a band 
of robbers, a body of cowardly, sneak- 
thief curs, who are robbing your peo- 
ple, men, women and children, indis- 
criminately; yes, and even babes in 
arms. While they work unseen, in the 
dark in perfect security, they, neverthe- 
less, exist, and plunder your people 
every second in the minute, minute in 
the hour, hour in the day, day in the 
week, week in the month and month in 
the year. Their numbers are legions, 
and ..their places of rendezvous are 
Wall street, New York and Thread- 
needle and Lombard streets, London. 
And do yon mean to say that you can- 
not protect your people from the dep- 
redations of those cowardly sneakthief 
curs? While you cannot create or 'pmt 
forth money of any kind, for money is 
a something that can only be created 
by an absolute sovereign, which you 
are not, you are endowed with a de- 
gree of sovereignty, such as to enable 
you to protect the lives, persons and 
property of your citizens, and it is 
clearly made your duty to do it. It is 
within your power to convene your 
Legislature, and pass stay laws, by, 
and through which no man can be 
robbed till such time as your sovereign 
shall have furnished your subjects 
with money in quantities sufficient for 
their needs. Do it and you will re- 
ceive, not only the blessings of your 
own people, but the prayers for your 
welfare of the poor, downtrodden and 
oppressed throughout our entire land.

One of the most interesting contribn- 


to practical science has been made 


by Professor Tjndall in reapect to cleav- 
age, or lamination, his researches prov- 
ing that any material, no matter how 
plastic or how homogeneous it may be, 
has within it the condition or the devel- 
opment of cleavage, and that the only 
external condition necessary to produce 
lamination is a sufficient degree of pres- 
rnre exerted in one direction npon the 
mass. The resulting planes of cleavage 
will be at right angles with the direc- 
tion in which the pressure is applied. 
The philosophy of this effect, as explain- 
ed, lies in the fact that, as relates to the 
cohesion of the particles, no substance ia 
strictly homogeneous—that is, the par- 
ticles, granules or molecules of sub- 
stances do not possess cohesive power 
equally in all directions; consequently, 
when pressure is applied to them, they 
elide over each other—the sliding sur- 
faces being those of least cohesive power 
—and move toward a point of less pres- 
sure. In the case wherein pressure is 
applied in one direction only, the sliding 
will Ve in a direction at right angle* 
with the direction of the pressure, and 
thus plates, laminze or strata, are gener- 
ated in the mass, the limiting faces of 
these layers having less cohesion than 
their interior parts.

\vounded in \he bnttlo of Bull Run, wag 
taken prisr >.-.< r and was among the first 
Union so'j.U »s placed in the Confederate 
prison ho^e. Ho eventually made his 
escape and was not recaptured. 


Immediately upon his arrival at the 


Chicago fair, Mr. Conant turned his steps 
to the spot on which Libby prison stood. 
What was his amazement on entering 
i,he place to meet among the visitors a 
companion vjlio had been among the 
number of: thoso who escaped with him 
from Libby 30 j-ears ago. They held a 
long conversation, and after his compan- 
ion had left the building Mr. Conanl 
threw himself upon the ground in the 
identical spot upon which he had slept 
as a prisoner. "While lying there he wa< 
r-eized with a violent pain in tho ear ana 
returned to his hotel in great agony 
Tho pain could not be alleviated, and a 
few days later ho died without having 
recovered from the singular attack.

a government contractor, and was at ona
